tories, It is essential to 
the Commonweaith principle 
that all those countries 
which are capable of 
soverolgnty may hope to 
attain sovereign indepen- 
dence under the Statute of 
Westminster. That is gen- 
erally judged to mean that 
an aspiring territory must 
first be economically viable, 
or at least not wholly de- 
pendent for its economy on 
some « powerful neighbour. 
Otherwise the mere legal 
concession of sovereignty 
will mean nothing. 


Great Decisions 


HIE territory must, morcover, 
enjoy  iirmly established 
Parliamentary institutions, — It 
must have o Government cap- 
able of taking the great decisions. 
These are ue decisions of war 
and peace, It is Commonwealth 
experience tnat only a Govern= 
ment that rests on the support 
of a sable representative system 
can jn extremlly take responsible: 
decisions, 

It 1s thus clear that there are 
seme territories which cannot 
attain full indepomence in the 
foreseeable future and others 
which oan never attain {t ot all, 
Dominion status might bo ap- 
propriate to Matta had the Island 
a viable cconomy.
